The fulling o£ tho south wing OL the 


oapitol extension at Madison, is one o1 
tbe most lamentable calamities that evei 
•visited that oity. The killed and injurec 
are as follows:

The cause ot tho oppalling accident is 


perhaps 
uncertain, but 
according to 


the State Journal the theory is that "tho 
heavy iron pillars supporting the roof of 
the second-story balcony sank into the 
plank upon which they rested, thus pull- 
ing the south wall outward, much in turn 
caused the roof of the entire .Ting to cave 
jn. These'cbluinns were made of large 
pieces of bbUer iron, rolled into circular 
form, stovo-rpipe fashion, the jointures 
not boinj?.bolted together. These heavy 
columns, supporting so great a weight 
above them, rested, it is strange to say, 
upon a wooden plonk, which in tnrn rest- 
ed upon about one foot of sand-stone, 
which latter was supported by several 
solid layers of dressed stone, supported 
in turn by means of other pillars extend- 
ing upward from tho ground; fiom tha 
tops of these ground pillars to the build- 
ing extended heavy iron beams, on which 
were laid tho floor of the second story 
balcony. 
Appearances indicate that the 


whole cause of the accident is attributa- 


. bio to these second-story balcony pillars, 
—which were directly at the center of 
the south, wall of the south wing,—sink- 
ing into the wooden planks upon which 
they rested. This sagging, caused the 
wall to bulge outward, and ttio whole 
thing came d own with a crash, followed 
immediately by the crashinpr in of the 
entire roof, which was tune rcliovad of 
one of its main supports. 
The greater 


portion of the whole south, wall of tha 
second story went down, leaving a sec- 
tion only at tho southeast and southwest 
corners of the wall. These corners were 
supported largely by the side walls of the 
extension, which accounted for their not 
falling." 


THE CARPENTER CASE. 


Mr. Orrin A. Carpenter, of Lincoln, 


Illinois, who is now having?^ preliminary 
examination ou tho charge of murdering 
Zara Burnt, by the advise of hi* attor- 
neys will not be sworn ID liis own bo- 
half. Tho reason for taking this course 
is that the prosecution have proved noth- 
ing against him. -It IB the business of 
the state to prove him guilty, and not 
tho business of Mr. Carpenter to prove 
that ho is an innocent rn.au. The law 
holds that every man charged with a 
onme is innocent until the evidence is 
strong enough to establish his guilt. 


On this theory, Mr. Carpenter proposes 


to remain silent and allow the prosecu- 
tion to do all the swearing. It is held, 
that in a legal point of view,-this is 


best for him. ' This may be, provided be 
13 guilty of tho murder, or is nn accessoiy 
before or after the fact. But it he is en- 
tirely innocent and can prove that on the

him. If he'carries about him a cousci 
en.ce void of offense aud was in uo wa;

pnbiic.'clear u'p two or three points, tha 
under tho present circumstances, uppea 
to be against him. 


An intelligent public will i^aturu'l 


hold Mr, Carpenter imioccut for two ret 
sons, (1'1 because 'for j cars he hud born 
an excellent reputation,''and (2) bociius 
there did not seem to exist uuy rnotivi 
that should Jead him to commit sucb i 
crimed Miss Burns hud never attomptec 
any black-mail on Mr. Carpenter, uud, 
far as is known, had never spoken 
evil of him, ' These facts tend to warrau 
tho.progriraption that he ia innocent. Bu 
there is a strong feeling m and abou 
Lincoln that he is either guilty of tb 
murderor.au accessory, and his refusa 
to testify for himself, and dispel the rnys 
tery that hangs over his whereabouts ou 
Sunday night, rather strengthens that 
feeling. 
Judge . Lacey may possibly 


hold hiia for trial, and should he do so 
Mr. Carpenter would bo compelled, when 
the trial came on, to 11111120 every poin 
in defending -himself, and 
therefore 


would doubtless testify. Before being 
driven to ttie wall in' this respect, il 
would soem to be better for him person- 
ally to go upon.the stand at the prelimi- 
nary examination.
